TALE POLITICS— A FAIR FIELD 
AND No FAVOR. 



Mr. Armytage has retired from the po- 
litical contest iu favor of Mr. Martin. 
He has taken this patriotic step and 
waived his own claims for the purpose of 
pro venting a split in the Opposition vote 
and rendering the return of Mr. Hum- 
phreys impossible. The course is now 
cloar. The government hopod that at 
least half-a-dozen Opposition candidates 
would be in the field, and that Mr. Hum- 
phreys with a small but compact vote 
would step into the house. Yale has 
been aaved from misfortune and the 
country from disgrace by Mr. Armytagu's 
action. Mr. Martin is a widely known, 
influential and successful pioneer fanner 
of Yale district. Popular with his neigh- 
bors, having a stake in tho district, and 
possessing ability and industry he will 
make a valuable representative. Yale 
owes it to herself to reject Mr. Hum- 
phreys, as Lillooet and Victoria rejected 
him, by a decided majority. Tho dis- 
trict has no occasion to send abroad for 
members. Sho has got plenty of home- 
grown material of the very best quality 
on hand. To every man who has an in- 
terest in Vale district we say, Work for 
and vote for Mr. Martin. Make any 
sacrifice to reach the polls. If you make 
a mistake on the 18th instant you may re- 
gret it to tho last day of your lives. 
Vote for the local candidate and local 
improvements, and reject the absentee 
candidate who has not a rood of land in 
your district and who has been tried al- 
ready by two district?, and discarded by 
both. 

THE OBSTRUCTIVES. 

From its very inception the govern- 
ment party havo cast obstacles in the way 
of an inquiry into the Esquimalt election 
matter. Two days wore consumed by- 
counsel for the respondent in objecting to 
the presiding judge trying the case be- 
cause upon a certain memorable occasion 
ho had declared an act of the legislature 
to be null and void. Two more days were 
consumed in urging objections which the 
learned judge — patient and good-natured 
as ho invariably is— tried beyond all pre- 
cedent, characterized as frivolous. When 
at length all obstructions had been swept 
away and the kernel of the case had been 
reachod, and after a voter for Mr. Hett 
had been proved to have cast his ballot 
illegally, up popped the government coun- 
sel with yet another objection. And what 
do the public imagine that objection to 
havo been / It was not another insinua- 
tion that the learned judge was "preju- 
diced," or a charge that counsel for the 
petitioner had failed to dot an "i" or 
cross a "t." It was actually a complaint 
that the government — of which Mr. Hett 
is a member — had neglected to appoint a 
shorthand reporter, as required to do by 
tho law ! The statute is imperative. Tho 
governor in council "shall" appoint a 
shorthand writer. The attorney-general 
receives S250 a month for bringing cases 
into court in a legal shape, and tho coun- 
try has a right to expect better treatment 
at his hands than it has received in this 
Esquimalt election matter. Mr. Hett has 
no right to obstruct tho wheels of justice 
or to endeavor to turn a court of law into 
a political machine. A lawmaker should 
not be a lawbreaker, and the attorney- 
general should demand the fullest inquiry 
into his conduct at Esquimalt instead of 
meeting every point raised by the peti- 
tioner with a quibble, and after his stock 
of quibbles had given out, creating fur- 
ther delay by raising an objection based 
on an omission of his own. Tho peti- 
tioner states that he has reason to believe 
that the attorney-general occupies a seat 
to which he is not legally entitled, and 
Mr. Hett is found straining every nerve 
to prevent an inquiry into a matter of 
which tho constitution makes him the 
conservator. The manner in which the 
attorney-general has acted throughout re- 
flects as little credit upon him as his con- 
duct at Esquimalt during tho election 
canvass. Instead of exhibiting an anxiety 
to further tho inquiry, he has endeavored 
to battle it, by trifling with justice.

To the Editor:— Noticing that for 
protection from lire our mayor and coun- 
cil have very properly passed a by-law 
controlling tho storage of coal oil within 
tho city limits, I would beg to call their 
attention to a still greater danger that has 
been allowed to pass so far unnoticed by 
them, which is tho storage of hay in large 
quantities in old wooden buildings in the 
heart of the city. I feel sure that it 
would receive the hearty approval of all 
our citizens were the council to put a stop 
to this very dangerous practice, for sooner 
or later it will end in a great loss of valu- 
able property.

—Yesterday 
morning, Geo. A. Wheoler, the atrang- 
lur of tho girl Adele .J. Tillson, was sen- 
tenced to be hanged.

San Francisco, Oct. 5. — Frank Hon- 
son, well known along the water front 
where he sold newspapers, committed sui- 
cide on tho Eureka dock this morning by 
shooting himself through the head. He 
loft a letter attributing all his trouble to 
DeWitt Conkling, a cousin of ex-Senator 
Conkling, a resident of Shelter Island, 
New York, who took him from an or- 
phan asylum and for a trifling offense 
neat and crippled him for life. 

Last Monday night an attempt of a bur- 
glar to enter a farm house between Wash- 
ington Corners and Harrisburgh, in Ala- 
meda county, created a sensation among 
four young ladies of the household, tho 
men being absent. The ladies declined 
to be chloroformed and barricaded an in- 
secure window with a cupboard. The 
would-be burglar stayed around during a 
large part of the night, but the girls de- 
fied him, one armed with a shot gun, an- 
other with an ax, a third with a pistol, 
and the fourth with a nutmog grator. At 
about 4 o'clock the fellow mounted his 
horse and departed.

Washington, Oct. •'! Prof, Taldeu 
submitted to District Attorney Corkhill 
a report of tho chemical examination just 
concluded of the poisoned bouquet given 
Guiteau by his sister, Mrs. Scovill, tho 
day before his execution. The report 
says the large bud of a half opened flower 
contained over live grains of white arsen- 
ic, not only sufficient to cause death had 
it been swallowed, but so largely in ex- 
cess of a fatal dose that the intent of the 
person who prepared the Mowers would 
have been defeated by an emetic. 

Nashville, Oct. 5- This morning at 
half -past seven o'clock Mr. E. E Bar- 
nard, of this city, discovered that the 
nucleus of the great comet had separated 
into three unequal fragments, the longest 
of which is estimated at 10,000 miles in 
length. Tho space between tho frag- 
ments of the nucleus is estimated at not 
less than L',000 miles. Yesterday morn- 
ing Mr. Barnard observed that tho nu- 
cleus had assumed the form of a long 
stripe, not less than '24,000 miles in 
length and b'OOO in breadth. 

Denv'ir, Sept. 30 — A. "Tribune" Lead- 
ville special says: Last May Gen. Ward 
lessee of the Dunkin mine on Fryer Hill, 
was "held up" and robbed of $1700 while 
returning from town. The police next, 
day captured two men, who were placed 
in jail. Shortly after this Gen. Ward 
disappeared. A few days ago, while a 
party of miners were at work getting out 
one of their comrades who had fallen 
down the shaft of tho Climax mine, they 
found a eoat and hat belonging to Wurd. 
A sickening odor arose from the water in 
the bottom of the mine, where it is 
thought Wards body is lying. A search- 
ing party leaves to morrow, which will 
probably result in the solution of the 
mysterious disappearance of Gen. Ward. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 150 — The jury in 
tho star route cases has returned a ver- 
dict, finding Joseph Funck, Win.

BuiTcll, late grand secretary of the grand 
lodge of Masons in Illinois, was brought 
to this city to-day from Minneapolis, 
charged with embezzling nearly §8000 of 
the funds of the order. Ho waived ex- 
amination, and in default of $10,000 bonds 
was committed for trial. 

Cheney, W. T., Oct. I In the I - . S. 
district court now in session here Messrs. 
Moore, Babb and Gradon yesterday 
pleaded guilty to a charge of cutting tim- 
ber on government lands, and were fined 
§000 and costs; also, at the same time, 
Brower & Layton pleaded guilty to the 
same charge anil were lined 8175 and 
costs. 

Emanuel Hansen, under arrest on a 
charge of grand larceny, charged to have 
been committed in taking a §20, 000 pro- 
missory note from the 1'acitio bank, is 
still in custody, having been unable to 
secure bail in the sum of $'20,000.

A dollar 
for a dinner of burned bacon and small 
potatoes is too much; but then you must 
remember they did not charge tor the 
elegant mixture called tea.

a Chinaman, a lawyer and a miner 
there was a gigantic, good-natured 
lander in charge of the prisoner, 
lawful to compel a freeman to travel by 
express with a convict in chains ! 1 would 
have refused to do so if 1 had not been in 
a hurry; but would regret losing the op- 
portunity I had of studying human na- 
ture. There is no lock on the gaol at 
Cariboo. I believe they put on a lock 
when tho gaol contains a man accused of 
murder; but a burglar or a horsethief 
waiting for a trial may pick blackberries 
all day and do his own cookery.

Tho C»ast Caanorloa- 

By the latest advices from the canneries 
on the Northwest Coast it seems that the 
season cannot on tho whole bo regarded 
as a very successful one. Scarcity of 
salmon has been the general complaint, 
except perhaps at Rivers Inlet, where tho 
shortness of pack has arisen from want 
of knowledge of tho character of tho 
fishing, and where tho working of a few 
more nets would have enabled the can- 
nery to fill all their tins. 

At Alert Bay the work is still going on; 
but tho total pack is not likely to very 
much exceed 3000 cases. It is under- 
stood that tins were made for over three 
times this amount. At Rivers Inlet somo 
oCOO cases were put up, and tins were 
made for 8000. At Skoona river tho two 
uld canneries have packed between them 
about 1M,000 cases, and probably have 
cans on hand for 4000 more. Mr. Dun- 
can.-, cannery at Metlakahtla has succeed- 
ed in putting up 5000 cases, or within 
1000 of the amount for which prepara- 
tions wore made. On tho Naas river tho 
Douglas Racking Company put up C500 
cases, and have cans made for some 3500 
more; while at tho Naas River Fishery 
10,000 cases have been packed, with a 
balance of empty cans on hand for somo 
•J000 cases. 

To sum up, tho total pack from the 
coast canneries may bo estimated at about 
54,000 cases, while the canneries have to 
carry over somo 20,000 cases of cans. Tt 
will thus ho soon that a heavy run of 
salmon on the Eraser river does not mean 
an equally good yield in all tho rivers of 
tho province. 

But oven during good years on the 
northern rivers it is very doubtful that 
largo packs of salmon — like those put up 
at some of tho Frase! river canneries this 
year will be ever reached, as tho sal- 
mon never run in such immense numbers 
in the smaller rivers; though, on tho other 
hand, tho northern rivers seem to escape 
the extreme scarcity with which the Frtl- 
ser is at times visited. 

A GREAT ENTERPRISE. 

Now "vniarvos, "Warohouaoa and ! 
Tramway Foroshadowod. 

Messrs Welch, Rithet & Co. have be- ' 
gnu the construction of a new wharf on j 
Ogden Point, at the entrance of the har- 
bor, where a tract of land and water front- ; 
age has been purchased by them anil 
where there is a sufficient depth of water j 
and ample wharf accommodation for a ' 
groat tleet of the largest class of seagoing 1 
ships. Tt is intended that the out- I 
going mail steamers shall touch at the 1 
point wharf instead of resorting, as at 
present, to Esquimalt, and that seagoing i 
ships shall receive their cargoes of salmon ■ 
there. As the P. C. Steamship Co. pro- 
pose to place on this route next year 
some of their largest steamships it is 
possible that incoming cargoes will be 
discharged thero as well. Should tho J 
traffic warrant extensive warehouses will 
be erected by Welch, Rithet & Co. on 
the point and a passonger and goods , 
tramway built to the town. This vast 
improvement has been inaugurated with- j 
in the past fow days by the survey of the j 
Spot and the driving of new idles for the 
new wharf. 

East Wellington Mino. 

Tho proprietors of this valuable mine 
are not inclined to sleep very long over 
their late purchase. The superintendent, j 
Mr. Gabriel Wingate, is pushing work 
with great vigor and proving himself to I 
be in common puiianee a "rustler." The 
shaft is being rapidly sunk. Some of the ' 
sinking has been made through beds of 
slato containing specimens of fern and 
leaf fossils of beautiful descriptions. A | 
small hoisting machine has boon put in j 
place to give way shortly to one uf a 
much more powerful kind expected from 1 
San Francisco. A sawmill capable of | 
cutting about 20,000 feet per diem is also 
being creeled. The steamer Empire on 
her next trip will bo mainly freighted 
with more machinery. It will not bo long 
before the East Wellington mine will be 
supplying their quota of black diamonds 
to the San Francisco market. Dr.

daylight. The galleries and boxes were 
still intact, tho floor of tho pit was strewn 
with the hills of the last, performance, 
and tho vacant seats soomed waiting for 
an audience never to till thorn again. The 
dressing-rooms wore vacant or tilled with 
gas fixtures recently torn down, and 
are destined no more to witness the 
toilettes of thes beauties of the stage. In 
one of them was tho theatre dummy ly- 
ing on his face in a suit of blue overalls 
with one boot on, apparently intoxicated 
with grief at tho change that was so soon 
to come over tho spirit of his dream. 
His forte was comedy, but Othello's oc- 
cupation was gone, and ho seemed to 
know it. To an old Victorian the silent 
gloomy interior seemed to throng with 
memories uf tho past — of crowded houses, 
brilliant audiences, and great actors, who 
occasionally visited us like stars from 
the dramatic firmanont, and of youthful 
days of belles and beaux, wdioso histories 
were tragedies or comedies in themselves, 
and in comparison with tho realities of 
which those of the stage were only a poor 
reflection. (lone most of them or only 
surviving as gray-haired actors on the 
scone, who have taken up the "heavy 
business" long ago. But tho falling tim- 
bers recall the dreamer to the present. 
The music ceases, tho gay throngs vanish 
from their seats, tho curtain begins to 
fall and the footlights Hash out, and in 
dust and gloom, with its banners of wav- 
ing cobwebs, the old theatre is going to.

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
Unit regulations .should Vic made as 
to the stor;\<;o and carriage of Potro- 
leum, Coal Oil, Naptha and other com- 
bustible matter within the City Limits. 

Be it enacted by the Mayer and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of tin- City of Vic- 
toria as follows: — 

1. Xo person shall keep in any wooden 
shed or building oil storage or for sale 
any Petroleum, Coal Oil, Naptha, Burn- 
ing Fluid or other combustible matter in 
quantities greater than 50 gallons, if con- 
tained in wooden-casks, or 100 gallons if 
stored in metal cases, without a License 
from the Corporation. 

2. No person without such Lieenso 
shall keep in any brick or stone, building 
any of the aforesaid articles in quantities 
greater than 250 .gallons if contained in 
wood, or 1,000 gullonsf if stored in metal 
cases. 

\i. Every License :;haii specify the 
building, street or locality, and the quan- 
tity in gallons of the combustible arti- 
cles before mentioned which may be stor- 
ed therein. 

4. The premises in or upon which any 
of the combustible articles aforesaid shall 
he stored shall be open at all times to tho 
inspection of the Corporation or its 
Officers. 

5. The Corporation may, before any 
License shall be granted as aforesaid, re- 
quire such precautions to be taken against 
lire as they may deem necessary. 

(i. Xo person shall remove on any dray, 
cart, waggon or other vehicle any com- 
bustible matter in quantities greater than 
250 gallons at any one time. 

7. Any person or persons refusing or 
neglecting to comply with any of the pro- 
vision or requirements of this Bylaw, or 
guilty of any infraction thereof, shall 
upon conviction thereof be subject to a 
line of not less than So or more than 850. 

8. Every penalty imposed by this By- 
law may, together with the costs of con- 
viction, be recovered in a summary man- 
ner before the Police Magistrate, or any 
Justice of tho Peace having jurisdiction 
within the limits of the City of Victoria, 
and may be levied by distress and sale of 
the goods and chattels of the offender; 
and in default of payment of such penalty 
and costs, then by imprisonment of such 
offender for any term not exceeding one 
calendar mouth in one of Her Majesty's 
gaols. 

This Bylaw may be cited as the " Pet- 
roleum Bylaw, 1892."
